In roviowing for a fow duy* pasl in 
what way tho local advantagos of this 
oity could bo turned to its benefit dur- 
ing tho enaaiug summer, whon, liko all 
citios of the coast, it experiences its 
dullest season of btiRlnoss, wo attempt 
the accomplishment of a sohomc 
thought of somo timo ogo, viz., that of 
placing its merits before tho California 
public. In 18G6 wo woro struck 
abovo all things with tho suitability of 
Yarfcouvor Island to touristB and 
invalids during tho summor months, 
Who may leave San Francisco in pur« 
suit of ploasuro or health. It is not 
generally known what an immonso 
numbor of families in that city, with 
incomes ranging from $500 to $10,- 
000 or oven more a month, go into tho 
country for thosummor, moro because 
it is tho fashion to do bo than from 
any bonofit derived as a gonoral thing. 
They nook to Sin Jose, Santa Clara, 
Crystiil, Warm and Saratoga Springs, 
Napa, tho Geysers, Luke Tab oo, S anta 
Cruz and other places, and spend their 
money with a profuse liberality. In 
doing thus they obey tho laws of fash- 
ion and got out of tho winds of San 
Francisco, it is true; but that is all ; 
for so far as any positivo enjoyment 
or bonofit is dorivod from their rustic- 
ation, the iateneo heat, dust, flies and 
mosquitoes in tho interior rendor it 
ubout equivalent to staying in tho city. 
Tho male portion addicted to fiold 
sports, especially thoso frequenting the 
coast rango may kill a few trout, 
a fow quail, door and boar, but it is 
only early in morning or late in 
evening that tho heat permits out-door 
amusements. Upon tho wholo, country 
life in California doos not afford much 
pleasure or amusemont, and wo speak 
of thoso facts from personal experience. 
It was' thought that if the morits and 
advantages of a summer's rosidoncoin 
Victoria and its vicinity woro brought 
judiciously before tho woalthy pooplo 
of San Fraucisco, thoy might bo in- 
dncod in somo measuro to givo it a 
trial. In order to put tho ecbomo in 
praotioo a certificate was obtained 
from throo gentleman bonding tho 
commercial, raining and logal intorosts, 
whoso standing in the community 
would satisfy ovory section of sucioty, 
and whoso words could bo gainaayod 
by none. These certificates havo never 
beforo boon publishod, and perhaps the 
timo has arrived whon tboy will bo 
more usolul than if mado known at nn 
earlier dato, as oi iginally intondod. At 
all ovf. <M we think it can do no harm 
to.tuateq tho effort. Thoy run thus; — 
" This is to certify, that having visited 
Victoria wo wore much pleased with 
tho climato, town and Bcouory, and 
think it in ovory rospoct a very desire 
able plaeo for families, invalids and 
tourists to pass tho summer. There 
are ciany beautiful rides for ladies, 
and abundanco of shooting for gontlo- 

Co." In addition, Mr Ilayward, tho 
rich miner and capitalist, gavo a simi- 
oortifieate, and Judge Broekway 
authorized tho use of hid nnmo for tho 
eamo purpose.

Mr Gladstone's Resolutions eu the 
Irish Church. 

We have the varbaiim text of Mr Glad- 
stone's resolutions on lbe Irish Church ques- 
tion, proposed to Parliament on the 23rd 
March. A telegraph synopsis reached us by 
the oable, but il was of a very meagre 
oharaoter, particularly in tho report of tho 
third resolution : 

TUB RESOLUTIONS. 

Id the Hou»e of Commons on the 23rd 
Marob, Mr Gladstone, who was received 
with opposition cheers, said : The motion 
whioh I intend to make on tho Irish Churoli 
will be in iho form of three resoluiions, to be 
moved in Committee ou its nets relating to 
the Established Church in Irelund, and tho 
terroB of these resolutions will be theBe : 

1. — That, in the opinion ol this House, it 
is necessary that the Established Churoh of 
Ireland should cease to exist as ao establish- 
ment—opposition cheers— due regard being 
had to all personal interests and to all indi- 
vidual rights of property. — Ironical Minis- 
terial cheers and laughter. 

2. — That subject to tho foregoing con- 
siderations, it is expedient to praveDt the 
creation oi new personal interests by tho 
exercise of any public patronage — cheers — 
and to confiDO tho operations of tho Ecceai- 
ostical Commissioners ol Ireland to objaotu 
of immediate nocessity or involving indi- 
vidual rights pending the final decision ol 
Parliament. 

3. — That a humble address be presented 
to Her Majesty, humbly to pray that, with a 
view to the purposes aforesaid, hor Majesty 
would be graciously pleased to place at tho 
disposal of Parliament hei interest in the 
temporalities of tho archbishoprics, binhop- 
rics and other eccloeiastical dignities and 
benefices in Ireland and in the cuatody 
thereof. — Opposition oheeis.

Robert Lowe, Esq , M. P., tho coursa of 
the debate on the Irish Church resolutions 
of Mr Gladstone, which wo published 
londuy. this gentleman is staled lo have 
made one of tho ablest speeches up to that 
timo delivered on the queotion. We have 
oollecled a few biographical notes of tho 
modern orator, as duo to a man who holds 
bo high a rank among Iho intellects of Eng- 
land, Mr Lowo, who shares with Mr Bright 
tho admiration of the popular element of 
Parliament and tho nation, is a man of emi- 
nent abilities and scholastic attainments. 
Ho was, il wo mistake not, an Oxonian, and 
took the highest honors of his day. For in« 
tenso vigor of thought, searching satire, 
bitter invective, beautiful motaphor, rapid 
and impassioned utleranco, he has boon 
sometimes compared with Macauley, and his 
parliamentary speeches wero described as 
something like the course ol a comet through 
the heavens. In the prime of manhood and 



and practised several years ihero as a bar- 
rister, but though hia career was successful 
paouDiarily, ho was never popular with the 
profession, nor uftrrwards in the Legislature 
which he entered in 18-13 or 4. Oa return* 
lag to England, a fow years afterwards, he 
worked his way into Parliament, whore hia 
influence, though isolated aa a partizan, has 
always been poworful and dreaded. Mr 
Lowe is an Albino, with the usual defect of 
those peoplo in his sight. In appoaraECo ho 
is tall, and when speaking was formerly 
very 'gracelal, atlraotive, aud commanding. 
There is something, however, in tho organ- 
ization of tho man which seems to war 
ugainst 'his preferment, something that does 
not inspire confidence, for ho has never in Par- 
liament, with all his intellectual advantages, 
assumed that position as a leader whioh we 
should naturally expect (rom one so gilted 
and accomplished. The sperch we roler to 
has been extensively published in the Eng- 
lis aud American papers, but we can only 
givo the conclusion ; and wo do that not 
Irom endorsing all his extreme views, but lo 
show tho style of this distinguished orator. 

" Well, tlio Houso of Commons has en- 
dured a good deal of this kind of thiug — we 
have been all permanently lowered by it, 
and the House hua bot-n lowered by il — 
[loud Opposition cheers] —and the estima- 
tion of public men in the country has, I feur, 
been irretrievably lost to us. [Oppositiou 
cheers] But the right honorable gentleman 
is a man of rare aud darin-; genius, and he 
must soar a little higher, and ho reached 
the culminating point ol audacity when he 
placed two Ministers before us, coming from 
Ihesama Cabinet, to opprse absolutely coo* 
tradiotory lines of policy. [Opposition cheers] 
Well, sir, I do lument all this more than I 
can say, because, wiihcut entering into any 
opinion as to ihe future ol tlio country, I am 
sure the vessel of Stale is about to enter 
into sloriny waters This is not the lime to 
refer to the relations ol tho Government 
with the House. I think the peril we owe to 
the conversion of gentlemen opposite is 
aggravated by the way in which they are con- 
ducting the business of tho House. Every, 
ono says that no institution is eecaro for a 
moment. [ Loud Ministerial cheers] TIiobo 
gentleman who voted so sleadily lor houso- 
hold suffra^i; last yea' do well to oheer, but 
this thing has come rather before its time. 
It is not alone that changes are made, that 
they are made » ith violence and rapadily ; 
but they would not bo made with unthinking 
unste if ibis House was, as it might to be, 
under the control of an Executive Govern- 
ment which fell its responsiblli;ieg.

Tho 
same Indians, on giving up Polo Creek, 
riddled with arrows and scalped another 
man, These Indians were supposed to bo 
from the north.

Tuesday. His wile did not accompany 
him to the capital. Sho remained in 
Montreal, as did also an culy daughter, 16 
years old, who is in one of the Montreal 
convents. Mr McGeo also leaves a brother 
with whom ho lived in Montreal. 

Mr McGee must have bled profusely, 
for the stream of blood extends fully four 
feet. Tho door is also bespattered with 
his blood, about a foot below the mark of 
the bullet hole in it, while inside the 
building, in a sort of ante room lies (he 
body. His face and gray beard are all 
clotted with gore, His overcoat is partly 
unbuttoned, his right hand, ungloved to 
open the door, lies on his breast ; on his 
feet are warm carpet (dippers and woollen 
socks.
